FEW TRAINS ON TIME

Union Pacific Has More Trou-

ble Than Others

Topeka, Kan., May 27. All the princi-

pal Kansas streams arc as high as at
any time during the floods of a year ago".

Clear weather is now
texpected for afew days, and it is likely
that th Tvater'is'almost as .high as,it;will
SO.

The Kansas .river Is '"overflowing its
banks. The street car bridge at Topeka
is in much danger of --being swept away.
Drift wood in immense quantitleVis form-
ing and cannot be dislodged fast enough.
Manhattan, Ealina, Emporia, Florence,
Atchison, Junction City, Abilene and
Hutchinson all report the presence of
very high water, which has destroyed
much valuable property. Crops in some
instances are under vater.

Thousands
of dollars worth of property has been
ruined at Salina.

The Union Pacific is having more .trou-
ble with its traoks than any of the other
roads, being located in the flood district.

WAS F,ORGED NOTE.

Decision in Interesting Case at Em
porla Lawyer Not Dead.

Emporia, Kan.,. Slay 27. The jury in
the ?10,000 note case of J. T. Fields
against J. Dewitt came in at midnight
with a verdict for Dowitt, supporting the
allegation that the note was a forgery. J.
T. Fields is Dewitt's and as-

serted that Dewitt gave him a 410,000 note
in settlement of their transactions of the
past twenty years. It was in evidence
that Fields at various times deeded his1
property over to his father-in-la- with
no consideration, to prevent Fields' cred-

itors from getting it. It is not supposed,
Jiowever, that Fields forged the note.
The Dewitt side alleged that a Burlin-gam- e

lawyer, now dead,, wrote Dewitt's
name on the note.

The note was made at a time when Mr.
Dewitt, who is 2 years old, ,was very
111. The aged man divided up nearly all
of his large estate among his children,
and Fields believed he and Ills .vaife did
not get their share. After three years
Dewitt did not die. and suit was brought,
on the note by the New Blue Milling
company of Kansas City. n innocentJ
purchaser. This failed and the note was
placed back in Fields hands and 'he4
brought suit, although both the milling
company and a Burlingnme bank still
have interests in the note. The case was
hard fought- - .and lawyers got into fre-
quent altercations and caused scenes in
the court room., Judge Thompson, for
the last fourteen years district judge of
Osage county, and J- - T. Pringle,

of the house of representatives,
were attorneys in the case.

ENGLAND SEIZED ISLANDS.

Will Be Valuable Property When
Panama Canal Is Completed.

(Correspondence of the Associated Press.)
Tahiti, May 15 (via San Francisco, May

27). Information based on the highest
authority confirms the rumor that three
small islands near Pitcalrn were seized
by England recently. "It appears that
thoy were regarded by H. B. M.'s Con-

sul at Tahiti as valuable, anticipating the
completion of the'Pahama canal, ire was
under the impression that sooner or later
the French government might annex
them and sof without waiting for definite
instructions 'from his .government; sent
Mr. McCoy, the English resident on Pit-cai- rn

island, "to take over tlie '"three Isl-

ands for the British government. Later
an English man-of-wa- r, at Mr. Siy.on'5
request, went from Tahiti to the new
possessions and completed certain formal-
ities. When the action was reviewed by
the British foreign office, the consul re-
ceived full approbation for his fore
thought. Duoie island has a jsafe-Jiarbo-r,

while Elizabeth island has many attrac-
tive features. There are no Inhabitants in
the group. Colonial troops are to b.
withdrawn from Tahiti in the near fut-
ure; they are considered to be wholly un-
necessary to this colony and an; a great
burden upon the treasury.

legislation had been pass-

ed. The election wMl take place in Sep
tember or October and the general feel-
ing Is that party lines will be" sharply
drawn.

Newton, Kan., May 27. Gustav H.
Marquardt of Halstead, was brought to
Newton last evening by Sheriff Masters
and lodged for safe keeping In the county
jail. Marquardt was adjudged insane
yesterday at an investigation conducted
by the probate judge at the home of the
defendant in Halstead.

Marquardt came to Halstead in January
from Norfolk, Madison county, Nebraska
and established himself in business as a
Jeweler. He rented a home and lived
there with his wife and four children.
He showed no signs of insanity until last
week, the first symptoms being noticed
Friday .morning. J3is talk became in-

coherent and on Saturday he was raging
violently. No Improvements was noticed
?n his .condition Monday and the probate
judge was notified. The young man's
father came down from Nebraska and
was present at the investigation. The
evidences, of insanity were .conclusive
and the young man was ordered commit-
ted to an asylum. It developed at the
Investigation that the deceased mind was
inherited. Marquardt is 2S years of age
He is quite a musician and played in an
orchestra at the Halstead graduating ex-

ercises the night before he went insane.
The case is a particularly sad one and
considerable sympathy is felt for tho
family at Halstead.
